AN ACCOUNT OF KINO NOTTOC. 


Classes Goae to San [Antonio to Study 
Chemical and Engineering 
Processes. 


Profs. A. A. Haskell of the de­ 
partment of chemistry, and W. G. 
Drummond of the mechanical en­ 
gineering department left I uesday 
for San Antonio along with their 
senior class in industrial chemistry 
and mechanics. 
The purpose of 
the trip is purely educational, the 
low railroad rates to San Antonio 
on account of the fair offering a 
favorable opportunity to make the 
trip with the least expense. 
The 
classes will study in detail the 
chemical processes and mechanical 
engineering 
problems connected 
with a number of industrial en­ 
terprises, such as iron foundries, 
water works, gas and coke works, 
breweries, 
flouring mills. 
They 
will also make a study of the ma­ 
chinery on exhibit at the fair. 
Each student will be required to 
make careful notes on what he sees 
and on his return to college will 
prepare a paper explaining fully 
the process involved in each in­ 
dustry. 
I t is believed that very 
valuable lessons are learned by 
the careful study of the industries 
in actual operation. 
Other trips 
are being planned to oil and sugar 
refineries and related lines of in­ 
dustry. 
Prof. F. R. Marshall of the de­ 
partment of animal husbandry in 
the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College is now in San Antonio with 
his team of student stock judges. 
These men will enter a contest in 
stock judging for prizes aggregat­ 
ing $100, which is set apart by the 
Fair Association for this purpose. 
There will be three classes of ani­ 
mals to be judged, cattle constitut­ 
ing one class, horses and sheep a 
second class and swine the third. 
T hirty-three dollars of prize money 
will be set apart for the contest in 
each class divided into three prizes 
of $15, $10 and $8, for the best 
three men in each group. 
After the contest Prof. Marshall 
will devote a considerable part of 
his time at the fair to class work, 
using the fine stock on exhibition 
as specimens of the various breeds 
and types of animals. 
In this way 
he hopes to make good in some de­ 
gree the deficiency in fine stock 
for instructional purposes at the 
college, and at the same time put 
the finishing touches on the work 
of his class. 
From this class will 
be chosen the five best men to go to 
Chicago next month to represent 
Texas in the great international 
intercollegiate stock judging con­ 
test. 
Last year the Texans won 
second place in that contest, being 
beaten by the Ohio team by the 
narrow margin of 12 points out of 
a possible 1,000.

Who was an Old A. & M. Man— Career 
of Col. J. S. Rice, Who Ruled 
During Carnival. 


Col. J. 8. Rice, the king, is a 
native Texan, having been born in 
Houston when it was only a smart 
village. 
HiB education was the re­ 
sult of attending local schools and 
the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, where his first m ilitary 
and industrial ideas were im plant­ 
ed. 
His nature, 
aptitude 
and 
mental vigor formed a soil in 
which the young ideas grew to 
wonderful development and today 
he is properly considered one of 
the first men of Texas. 
His name 
mentioned 
in 
connection 
with 
gubernatorial honors has always 
created 
the heartiest enthusiam, 
and but for his own modesty he 
might have been in the race and a 
winner a few years ago. 
Shortly 
after his return from college he be­ 
came indentified with the Houston 
Light Guard and later became 
Captain, backed by the solid sup 
port of that company in 'those old 
days for anything he wanted in 
m ilitary, civic, social, political or 
business life. 
After a few years 
with the company he retired from 
active work. 
At one time he was 
financial agent of the penitentiary 
for a few years and resigned to en­ 
gage in private business. 
Under 
this head he was interested iii a 
lumber mill at H yatt, Tex. He is 
now one of the joint receivers of the 
Kirby 
Lumber Company, head 
quarters in this city, where he has 
a beautiful home at 2304 Crawford 
street, in the Third ward, and is 
the head of a charm ing family com­ 
posed of his wife and four bright 
children. 
He has large realty hold­ 
ings in Eastern Texas, and up in 
the Pandandle country has half in­ 
terest in 10,000 acres of irrigated 
agricultural domain. 
He is also 
president of the I. nion Trust Com­ 
pany, capital stock $500,000, of 
this city. 
He is the eldest son of 
the late’ Fred A. Rice, a pioneer

C lo th II yeti W ith Cohnlt. 
Cloth changes color with a change 
of weather lf it Is dyed with chloride 
of cobalt. 
In clear weather It is a 
blue, when a change Is near It turns 
to violet and for rain to bright pink. 
The change Is due to moisture, aud It 
can be produced by breathing upon 
the cloth. This property of cobalt salts 
has been applied to the construction 
of floral hygrometers. 
The petals of 
artificial flowers are tinted with cobalt 
salts and vary In color from blue to 
pink according to the weather. 
Their 
action Is different from that of a ba­ 
rometer, which indicates a change of 
pressure of the atmosphere and is also 
usually behind the change of weather. 
The barometer indicates the cause of 
the storm, and the colored cloth shows 
Its effect.

which It will ruin by turning black. 
The potato to be used should be pared 
and then scraped with a spoon Into 
small fragments and a little water 
added. 
This should be laid upon a 
cloth which has been placed over the 
eyes, and then the patient should open 
and close his eyes as much as possible 
so as to allow' the liquid to have Its 
eflTect directly upon the eyeball.

patient will find great relief In this 
effective but Inexpensive treatment.
